U nder a new spaper picture of a w om an in a 
jail cell, one reads th e following story : 
“V irtually a w om an w ith out a country , Eliza­ 
b eth R y an K ivorian is sh own in th e county jail 
a t D etroit, Mich . For five m onth s th e wom an h as 
been a prisoner wh ile th e U nited States, Turkey 
and G reat B ritain repudiate h er. Born in Ire ­ 
land, Mrs. K ivorian m arried a T urkish -born Ar­ 
m enian, wh o served w ith th e C anadian forces in 
th e W orld W ar. Th ey separated in M ontreal and 
sh e cam e to D etroit, w h ere sh e was seized for 
illegal entry .” 
W ith out m ore details, th is seems to be anoth er 
of th ose ex am ples of th e ease w ith w h ich pow­ 
erful nations m ay get tangled up in th e ir own 
legal red tape over some fairly sim ple problem. 
T h ere m ay be some unstated factor w h ich m akes 
th e victim of th is p articular sn arl undesirable as 
a citizen. If sh e is incapable of earning h er own 
living, sh e will become a ch arge on some com ­ 
m unity in th e country w h ich finally accepts h er 
as a resident. B ut sh e is a ch arge now, and th ree 
countries are involved in correspondence about 
h er. 
In any case, it seems w asteful to m ake h er a 
person w ith out a country . No good is accom ­ 
plish ed by keeping in jail some one wh ose citi­ 
zensh ip is in doubt m erely because laws govern­ 
ing citizensh ip are different in different nations. 
W h y not let th e victim h erself ch oose, and get 
it over w ith w ith out any m ore in tern ation al cor­ 
respondence and unw inding of red tape? Or wh y 
not draw th e nam e of one of th e nations in ­ 
volved from a h a t and let ch ance decide it?
